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(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To make it possible to 
completely pass filth, such as feces, to a flush toilet. 
SOLUTION: This sheet consists of a sheet body 2 which 
has the nature not to be dissolved by contact with a 
small volume of water and to be dissolved by contact 
with a large volume of the water, adhesive pieces 3 
which are mounted at the edges of this sheet body 2 
and are adherable to underwear mounted with the sheet 
body 2 and broken lines 4 which are notched to the 
sheet body 2, allow the edges of the sheet body 2 to 
remain together with the adhesive pieces 3 at the 
underwear and allow the removable of the other portions 
of the sheet body 2 by breaking.

CLAIMS 



[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] The body of a sheet which has the property which does not dissolve in contact in little 
water, but is dissolved by contact in a lot of water, the piece of adhesion which can paste up on 
the underwear which it is attached in the edge of the body of a sheet, and are equipped with the 
body of a sheet, and the sheet for waste treatment which infeed formation is carried out, leave 
the edge of the body of a sheet to underwear with the piece of adhesion, and become a body of 
a sheet from the break line which can fracture remove the other parts of the body of a sheet. 
[Claim 2] It is the sheet for waste treatment characterized by fracture removal being possible 
for the break line also in the part of arbitration in the body of a sheet in the sheet for waste 
treatment of claim 1. 

[Claim 3] The sheet for waste treatment characterized by forming in a part of border of the body 
of a sheet the cut section which carried out the reentrant to the inside in the sheet for waste 
treatment of claims 1 or 2. 

[Claim 4] It is the disposable diaper which consists of a sheet for waste treatment which the 
edge fixed in the anus contact location of the body of a diaper, and the body of a diaper, infeed 
formation is carried out at the body of a sheet which has the property which the sheet for waste 
treatment does not dissolve in contact in little water, but is dissolved by contact in a lot of 
water, and the body of a sheet, leaves the edge of the body of a sheet to the body of a diaper, 
and comes to have the break line which can fracture remove the other parts of the body of a 
sheet. 

[Claim 5] It is the disposable diaper characterized by fracture removal being possible for the 
break line of the sheet for waste treatment also in the part of arbitration in the body of a sheet 
in the disposable diaper of claim 4. 

[Claim 6] The disposable diaper characterized by forming in the border by the side of before the 
body of a sheet of the sheet for waste treatment the cut section which carried out the reentrant 
to the inside in the disposable diaper of claims 4 or 5.

DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention] This invention belongs to the technical field concerning the sheet for 
waste treatment which processes sordes, such as stools, and the disposable diaper using the 
sheet for waste treatment. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] Using a disposable diaper, wiping off the stools which adhered to 
the disposable diaper after defecation with toilet tissue paper etc. as a means to process stools, 
for example, and passing to a rinsing toilet conventionally, is performed. In addition, a disposable 
diaper is rounded off and is processed as dust. 
[0003] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] With a means to process the above-mentioned 
conventional stools, since stools adhering to a disposable diaper cannot be wiped off completely, 
the trouble that an offensive odor occurs is during storage to dust collection. Moreover, it must 
throw away, although it is possible for a disposable diaper to absorb urine since it is unpleasant 
when stools remain, even when it is small to a disposable diaper, and there is a trouble of being 
uneconomical. 

[0004] This invention was made in consideration of such a trouble, and makes it a technical 
problem to offer the sheet for waste treatment which made it possible to pour sordes, such as 
stools, to a rinsing toilet completely, and the disposable diaper in which the economization using 
this sheet for waste treatment is possible. 
[0005] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] The following means are used for the sheet for waste treatment 
concerning this invention in order to solve the above-mentioned technical problem. 
[0006] That is, infeed formation is carried out, it leaves the edge of the body of a sheet to 
underwear with the piece of adhesion, and it becomes a body of a sheet from the break line 
which can fracture remove the other parts of the body of a sheet with the body of a sheet which 
has the property according to claim 1 which does not dissolve in contact in little water, but is 
dissolved by contact in a lot of water like, and the piece of adhesion which can paste up on the 
underwear which it is attached in the edge of the body of a sheet, and be equipped with the body 
of a sheet. 

[0007] the body of a sheet with which underwear was equipped and which received sordes, such 
as stools, with this means — from the break line — fracturing — the body of a sheet — sordes, 
such as stools, — ****** — it will be made like and will pass to a rinsing toilet. In contact in the 
little water contained in sordes, such as stools, while the body of a sheet does not dissolve but 
prevents the exsorption to the underwear of sordes, such as stools, by contact in a lot of water 
of a rinsing-toilet, it dissolves and flash plate out of it is carried out. 

[0008] Moreover, in the sheet for waste treatment of claim 1, the break line is characterized by 
the thing according to claim 2 with fracture removal possible also in the part of arbitration in the 
body of a sheet like. 

[0009] With this means, the fracture removal range of the body of a sheet is chosen as 
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arbitration. 

[0010] Moreover, it is characterized by forming the cut section according to claim 3 which 
carried out the reentrant to the inside to a part of border of the body of a sheet in the sheet for 
waste treatment of claims 1 or 2 like. 

[001 1] With this means, when it is used as an object for stools processing, contact to the thing 
of the shape of a liquid produced from near a sordes in the reentrant of the cut section is 
avoided. 

[0012] Furthermore, the following means are used for the disposable diaper concerning this 
invention in order to solve the above-mentioned technical problem. 

[0013] That is, it consists of a sheet according to claim 4 for waste treatment which the edge 
fixed in the anus contact location of the body of a diaper, and the body of a diaper like, and 
infeed formation is carried out, and the sheet for waste treatment leaves the edge of the body of 
a sheet to the body of a diaper, and comes to prepare the break line which can fracture remove 
the other parts of the body of a sheet for the body of a sheet which has the property which is 
not dissolved but is dissolved by contact in a lot of water, and the body of a sheet in contact in 
little water. 

[0014] With this means, stools are processed like the above-mentioned sheet for waste 
treatment. After fracture removal of the body of a sheet, if it is possible for the body of a diaper 
to absorb urine, the body of a diaper will be used as it is as an object for urinary processing. 
[0015] Moreover, in the disposable diaper of claim 4, the break line of the sheet for waste 
treatment is characterized by the thing according to claim 5 with fracture removal possible also 
in the part of arbitration in the body of a sheet like. 

[0016] With this means, the fracture removal range of the body of a sheet is chosen as 
arbitration. 

[0017] Moreover, it is characterized by forming the cut section according to claim 6 which 
carried out the reentrant to the border by the side of before the body of a sheet of the sheet for 
waste treatment to the inside in the sheet for waste treatment of claims 4 or 5 like. 
[0018] With this means, contact in urine is avoided by the reentrant of the cut section. 
[0019] 

[Embodiment of the Invention] Hereafter, the gestalt of operation of the sheet for waste 
treatment concerning this invention and a disposable diaper is explained based on a drawing. 
[0020] First, the gestalt of operation of the sheet for waste treatment concerning this invention 
is explained. 

[0021] Drawing 1 - drawing 5 show the gestalt (1) of operation of the sheet for waste treatment 
concerning this invention. 

[0022] What the sordes which the candidate for wearing should process with the disposable 
diaper (disposable diaper) 1 becomes from Stools D is shown by the gestalt of this operation. 
[0023] The gestalt of this operation comes to prepare the piece 3 of adhesion, the break line 4, 
and the cut section 5 in the body 2 of a sheet. 

[0024] It comes to form the body 2 of a sheet in a rectangle in hydration paper mostly. This 
hydration paper has the property which is not dissolved but is dissolved by contact in a lot of 
water of a rinsing toilet in contact in the little water contained in Stools D. As an example of 
hydration paper, polyvinyl alcohol (PVA) is used for a water degradable fiber web as a binder, and 
carries out paper making to it, and the thing which makes it come to contain a sulfate and a PVA 
solubilization assistant is mentioned. In addition, about the size of the body 2 of a sheet, it is 
determined corresponding to the magnitude (the object for adults, for infants, etc.) of the 
disposable diaper 1 with which it is equipped. 

[0025] The piece 3 of adhesion consists of a sheet to which the pressure sensitive adhesive 
which can be pasted up on the disposable diaper 1 was fixed. This piece 3 of adhesion is 
attached in two or more [ along the edge by the side of both the straight side border of the body 
2 of a sheet ]. About this piece 3 of adhesion, application formation can also be carried out at 
the body 2 of a sheet. 

[0026] The break line 4 becomes the body 2 of a sheet from the perforation by which infeed 
formation was carried out. This break line 4 is arranged in the shape of a straight line along with 
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the inside of the piece 3 of adhesion. 

[0027] It comes to carry out reentrant formation of the cut section 5 inside at an arc at one 
short hand border. 

[0028] As shown in drawing 3 , the anus contact location of the disposable diaper 1 is pasted by 
the piece 3 of adhesion, and is simply equipped with the gestalt of this operation. The cut 
section 5 is located in a before [ the disposable diaper 1 ] side in this wearing. 
[0029] In the condition of the disposable diaper 1 having been equipped and having put on in the 
body, since the piece 3 of adhesion is covered with the body 2 of a sheet, a user does not feel 
sense of incongruity. And if it defecates, Stools D will be received, without the body 2 of a sheet 
dissolving by contact in the little water contained in Stools D (refer to drawing 4 ). Therefore, 
Stools D leak out from the body 2 of a sheet, and do not adhere to the disposable diaper 1. 
[0030] Moreover, when there is urination in the condition of having put on in the body, it is 
absorbed by the disposable diaper 1, but even if urine flows to the body 2 side of a sheet, 
contact can be avoided in the cut section 5 and the dissolution of the body 2 of a sheet can be 
prevented. The function of this cut section 5 is [ as opposed to / especially / the user of the 
woman whom the anus and urethral openings are approaching ] effective. 

[0031] The stools D which were able to be received in the body 2 of a sheet are **** rare ** by 
fracturing the body 2 of a sheet from the break line 4, as shown in drawing 5 . And **** rare 
****** D is passed as it is by the body 2 of a sheet in a rinsing toilet. At this time, the body 2 of 
a sheet contacts a lot of water of a rinsing toilet, it dissolves and flash plate out is carried out. 
[0032] In addition, in order to fracture the body 2 of a sheet from the break line 4, the force 
seldom comes the need. Fracture actuation, such as following, for example, supporting a users 
guide peg, the waist, etc. single hand, and fracturing single hand, can be performed easily and 
quickly. Consequently, it becomes, without making the disposable diaper 1 leak Stools D 
accidentally in the case of fracture of the body 2 of a sheet. 

[0033] When urine is not being absorbed so much, the reuse of the disposable diaper 1 which 
processed Stools D with the body 2 of a sheet can be carried out as it is. Usually, it is because 
possibility that there is time amount by the next defecation and there is urination between them 
is size. Therefore, the economization of the disposable diaper 1 becomes possible. In addition, 
since Stools D have not adhered to the disposable diaper 1, an offensive odor does not occur. 
Moreover, although the piece 3 of adhesion remains in the disposable diaper 1, since it is 
covered with the edge where the body 2 of a sheet remained, a user does not feel sense of 
incongruity. 

[0034] Moreover, in the case of the reuse of the disposable diaper 1, when the possibility of 
defecation is in the inside of a short time, it can also re-equip. If required at this time, the edge 
of the extant body 2 of a sheet and the piece 3 of adhesion will be removed. 

[0035] Drawing 6 shows the gestalt (2) of operation of the sheet for waste treatment concerning 
this invention. 

[0036] With the gestalt of this operation, the gestalt (1) break line 4 of the above-mentioned 
operation is arranged in the body 2 of a sheet in the shape of a grid. 

[0037] According to the gestalt of this operation, corresponding to the amount of Stools D, and 
the location which received the stools D of the body 2 of a sheet, fracture removal of the 
required surface integral of the body 2 of a sheet can be carried out easily and quickly. 
Therefore, the body 2 of a sheet of a non-dosage needs to be poured to a rinsing toilet, and it 
can contribute to failure of the drainage system of a rinsing toilet, and reduction of plugging. 
[0038] As mentioned above, underwear, such as briefs, can also be equipped out of the gestalt of 
the illustrated operation. Moreover, it can also consider as blood, pus, etc. which leaked the 
sordes which should be processed according to the perimeter disease of the anus. Moreover, 
other clothing etc. can be equipped and the use mode which prevents dirt of clothing can also be 
chosen from the blood applied and leaked into the part of an injury, pus, etc. 
[0039] Next, the gestalt of operation of the disposable diaper concerning this invention is 
explained. 

[0040] Drawing 7 shows the gestalt of operation of the disposable diaper concerning this 
invention. 
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[0041] By using the disposable diaper 1 of the gestalt (1) of operation of the above-mentioned 
sheet for waste treatment as the body 1 of a diaper, the gestalt of this operation pastes up the 
sheet for waste treatment on the body 1 of a diaper with adhesives 6, and comes to fix. 
[0042] According to the gestalt of this operation, the same operation as the gestalt (1) of 
operation of the above-mentioned sheet for waste treatment and effectiveness are done so. 
[0043] The sheet for waste treatment of the gestalt (2) of operation of the above-mentioned 
sheet for waste treatment besides the gestalt of the operation illustrated above can also be 
fixed on the body 1 of a diaper. According to the gestalt of this operation, the same operation as 
the gestalt (2) of operation of the above-mentioned sheet for waste treatment and effectiveness 
are done so. 

[0044] Furthermore, the sheet for waste treatment can also be fixed on the body 1 of a diaper 

with means other than adhesion. 

[0045] 

[Effect of the Invention] As mentioned above, the sheet for waste treatment concerning this 
invention It can be made like and can pass to a rinsing toilet, the body of a sheet with which 
underwear was equipped and which received the sordes — from the break line — fracturing — 
the body of a sheet — a sordes — ****** — While the body of a sheet does not dissolve in 
contact in the little water contained in the sordes but preventing the exsorption to the 
underwear of a sordes, the body of a sheet dissolves by contact in a lot of water of a rinsing 
toilet, and since flash plate out is carried out, there is effectiveness which can pour a sordes to 
a rinsing toilet completely. 

[0046] Moreover, since the piece of adhesion is attached, there is effectiveness with which it 
can equip easily [ underwear ]. 

[0047] Moreover, in order to carry out fracture removal of the body of a sheet from the break 
line, fracture actuation can be performed easily and quickly, and in case it is fracture of the body 
of a sheet, it is effective in not making a sordes leak accidentally. 

[0048] Moreover, since the reuse of a disposable diaper becomes possible after processing the 
sordes which consists of stools from a disposable diaper when a disposable diaper is equipped, it 
is effective in the economization of a disposable diaper becoming possible. 

[0049] Moreover, since fracture removal of the surface integral which needs the body of a sheet 
can be carried out easily and quickly as claim 2 corresponding to the amount of a sordes, and 
the location which received the sordes of the body of a sheet, it is not necessary to pour the 
body of a sheet of a non-dosage to a rinsing toilet, and there is effectiveness which can 
contribute to failure of the drainage system of a rinsing toilet and reduction of plugging. 
[0050] Furthermore, as claim 3, since contact to a liquid-like thing is avoidable by the reentrant 
of the cut section, there is effectiveness which can prevent the dissolution of the body of a 
sheet by the thing of the shape of a liquid produced from near a sordes. 

[0051] Furthermore, since the reuse of the body of a diaper becomes possible after processing 
stools from the body of a diaper, the disposable diaper concerning this invention is effective in 
economization becoming possible. 

[0052] Moreover, the body of a sheet of the sheet for waste treatment with which the body of a 
diaper was equipped and which received stools is fractured from the break line, the body of a 
sheet — stools — ******, while being able to make it like, being able to pass to a rinsing toilet, 
and not dissolving in contact in the little water with which the body of a sheet is included in 
stools but preventing the exsorption to the underwear of stools The body of a sheet dissolves by 
contact in a lot of water of a rinsing toilet, and since flash plate out is carried out, there is 
effectiveness which can pass stools to a rinsing toilet completely. 

[0053] Moreover, in order to carry out fracture removal of the body of a sheet of the sheet for 
waste treatment from the break line, fracture actuation can be performed easily and quickly, and 
in case it is fracture of the body of a sheet, it is effective in not making a sordes leak 
accidentally. 

[0054] Moreover, since fracture removal of the surface integral which needs the body of a sheet 
can be carried out easily and quickly as claim 5 corresponding to the amount of stools, and the 
location which received stools of the body of a sheet of the sheet for waste treatment, it is not 
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necessary to pour the body of a sheet of a non-dosage to a rinsing toilet, and there is 
effectiveness which can contribute to failure of the drainage system of a rinsing toilet and 
reduction of plugging. 

[0055] Furthermore, as claim 6, since contact to a liquid-like thing is avoidable by the reentrant 
of the cut section, there is effectiveness which can prevent the dissolution of the body of a 
sheet by urine.
